Some might claim" the 
present condition due to saturation, 
but it is a most noteworthy fact 
that men of the industry do not 
concede this to be a fact. 
They 


know the market and realize the 
conditions which 
have 
affected 


business and are not worried. With 
production down to a low mark 
now, every maker is prepared for 


I the business which he knows will 
come. 
But everyone is carefully, 


studying the market and making 
jnotes for future guidance. , 


Dealers are benefiting by the sit- 


uation and are taking advantage of 
it to force sale of used cars. In 
this respect the action of a man- 
ager of a branch .of one of the lead- 
ing makers is interesting. He al- 
lowed his salesmen to "trade their . 
fool heads off." as he put it, until I 
the last day of the month. 
Then ' 


he called them in and showed them 
the line of cars they had traded in. 
all refinished in paint and all in 
spick and span order. He told them 
he wanted that' line ,of cars moved 
and that trades would not be ac- 
cepted'until the used cars had been 
sold. 


•The salesmen paid little attention 


until they found that sales they 
made were not accepted. 
Again 


they were told to move the used 
cars. The tug of war went on for 
10 days and not one sale of a new 
car that., brought a trade in was 


i accepted! Then they realized that 
i the manager meant every word he 
| said and in five days all but two of 
the line had been sold. 


Trade-ins were then in order and 


many of the salesmen who had held 
in abeyance sales they had made ' 
turned them in and got credit. 


With last lessons in mind work 


is started and in three, four or five 
days the used cars are cleared from 
the floor when trades are again ac- 
cepted! Were other dealers to take 
like action the used car stocks of 
the country would not be as large 
as they are now. 


It is said there are SOO.OOO un- 


sold used cars. The evil of the 
business is evident there. 
While 


that evil cannot be avoided it can 
be lessened and one way to do that 
is for the manufacturer to continue 
the present policy of not pushing 
the dealers into taking large stocks. 
If maintained, this policy may re- 
sult in a car shortage in the spring 
when used cars will soon sell and a 
trying situation will be wiped out. 


There may be and probably is a 


reason for the attitude of the car 


in meeting demand 


only. 
Dealer* are becoming more 


and more scarce. That is, good 
dealers are becoming so and the 
mortality among the men who sell 
the 
product has been EO great 


yearly that bankers hesitate in 
backing new dealers in the fleid. 
And neiv ones are scarce, too. The 
old ones must be held in line and 
r:v»n ever" r^^tanc0. One manu- 
facturer who had no real merchan- 
dising plan, no helping hand for the 
dealer and who even .refused to 
share in the dealer's advertising, is 
wondering why today he is losing 
gradually and in need of money. 
His • condition 
is that of 
some 


others. 


It cannot- be the condition of 


many other makers, for the num- 
ber of car manufacturers is de- 
creasing fast. 
Many have "gone 


west" lately and some more are 
scheduled. No ne^- ones of conse- 
quence are entering the field for 
the coming year. 


The question of a market is one 


of consuming interest today. With 


the cities stocked up through two 
record-breaking: 
years, 
during 


which about 
7.000.000 cars have 


been sold in the large cities of the 
country, at a time when the farmer 
was not a buyer, it is the farmer 
buyer now being looked to for 
much of the future market.

tics, it is interesting to consider 
that the motor was turning at an 
average rate of 2000 revolutions 
per minute through the sixteen 
hours. Had the same rate been 
maintainPd in high gear, the speed- 
ometer would have shown 55 or 60 
miles an hour and the total mileage 
would ha\ e been twice as great.

For the best 
p.ii t of a A ear the United States of America has 
been getting ready for the election that took 
plate last Tuesday. It approached the e\eut 
in comparative calm. But the English whose 
election e\en(s are not set, except that a par- 
liament cannot endure longer than li\e years.

Rainbow Chasers 


Considerable interest has- been exdted over

It was greatly added to when this 
country found it necessary to take part; and 
in the controversies that arose when peace was 
declared, though the United States profited, 
current affairs did not resume their wonted 
.sway. There was an unrest that took account 
of political complaints, that magnified some 
of them, that attributed economical disturb- 
ance to changed world conditions, that even 
put a different interpretation on the behavior 
of the weather. An ideal chance was afforded 
the political expert, and he got busy. 
How 


busy may be judged from the campaign just 
ended. The outcome of the same was not 
threatening nor did it give the closing scenes 
au idea of the public stress a lew months back. 
It showed, however, that while the people may 
be right, and have the purpose to follow a 
straightforward course, they are prey at times 
io idle tirades, become subject to representa- 
tions that normally would not weigh with them. 
The advantage of peace and of peaceful rela- 
tions are thus manifest; for however sections 
may profit by the unnatural stimulus of war, 
in the long run the country renders even more 
than full equivalent. The country is recovered 
from such a situation. 
That it responded so 


gamely must be due to the sound general condi- 
tions 
Doesn't Get Excited 


This is a season of excitements. Everybody 


is expected to be up in the air. The presiden- 
tial election has been on and everybody of 
course wa<* interested in that. The football 
season has got under way, and everybody has 
a preference.

The report was adopted and the streets and ways 


named accordingly. The name of the proposed col- 
lege town was not a. matter so easily determined. 
It v,a.s desired to find one not too common, and at 
the same time appropriate to the locality and to 
the institution -which -ne expected would charac- 
terize the place. We consulted Mr. OJmsted. He

Prof. A. L. Kroeber, University of 


California anthropologist, who has 
just returned from excavations in 
Mexico, speaking before the Public 
Spirit Club yesterday, declares that 
the Maya tribes in Mexico 
date 


their civilization back 
at 
least 


2000 years prior to the time when 
mathematical calculation as used 
now was established in India in 
ihe fifth century. Some scientists 
estimate, says the professor, that 
the Maya civilization ^ dated .back 
even as far as SOOO years prior to 
the fifth century. 


PRECEDED AZTECS. 


Speaking: on "Discoveries in the 


Prehistoric Ruins of Mexico," Prof, 
Kroeber said: 


"As the Greeks preceded the 


-Romans with a hlg-h standard of 
civilization so the Mayas preceded 
the Aztecs in Mexico. Buried pot- 
tery and ruins of cities 
recently 


discovered show a high state of 
civilization between 200 A. D. and 
(iOO A. I). by a race known as the 
Mayas, which was copied later by 
the Aztecs. 


"The Mayas In Yucatan achieved 


higher attainments in art and lit- 
erature as "well as in the sciences. 
They were inventors and the Az- 
tecs, following them, probably re- 
ceived from the Toltecs, as copy- 
ists, what the Mayas had earlier 
produced." 


AVEAI/THT CITIES. 


Dr. Kroeber pointed out that the 


Aztecs had surpassed in political 
attainments and. maintained at the 
time of the Spanish conquest the 
semblance of an empire containing- 
large cities with vast wealth. The 
cities of the Mayas, on the other 
hand, were smaller but intellectu- 
ally were their superiors just as 
the Greeks were the superiors of 
the Romans, he points out. 


"The Aztec records covw-r about 


two centuries prior to the Spanish 
conquest and they ruled their cap- 
tive tribes with a high hand, tak- 
ing tribute from them which en- 
abled them to build their cities," 
continued the professor. 
"About 


the year COO A. D., when the de- 
cline of the Mayas began, begin- 
ning a period about which little is 
yet known, but it may be assumed 


t the civilization of the Mayas 


was carried to the 
north 
from 


Yucatan into the 
high 
plateau 


country where Mexico City stands 
by their descendants. The Toltecs 
immediately preceded the arrival 
of the Aztecs and doubtless gave 
to the Aztecs the benefits of the 
Maya civilization."

A KITCHEN-DOLL

(Pig. 2), a disli-iuop (Fig. 4), a cotton 
dish cloth, a copper cloth such as is 
used for ukaning kettles, three-quarters 
of a yard of glass towelling and three- 
quarters of a yard of dish towelling. As 


for 'the purpose you will need black 
watercolor paint and brush, or black 
crayon. 
Figure 3 shows a working de- 


tail with which you will have no trouble 
laying out the eyes, eyebrows, nose, mouth 
and expression line each side of the 
month. 
Lay out the features in lead- 


pencil, then go over the lines with paint. 


In assembling the articles, place the 


bowl of the spoon over the shoulder of

A TOY DOG. 


The toy dachshund in Fig. 1 runs along 


wriggling its body and wagging its tail 
in a most friendly manner and is certain 
to please any small child for whom you 
make it for Christmas. 
This is quite 


the most interesting of the wooden wheel 
toys that you will find in the stores, and 
while it is a mechanical toy there is no 
mechanism to get" out of order. 


The wriggling of the dog's body is the 


result of the -way it is assembled. The 
body is divided into three sections, piv- 
oted together to swing from side to side; 
and the wri<r"lin<r is caused by the center 
holes of the wheels being bored 1-lG-inch 
larger in diameter than the axels, which 


\ 


mark out a pattern for the wheels (Fig. 
4). 
This should be 1% inches in di- 


ameter with a center hole of 7-1G inch. 


After marking the parts upon the 


board, bore the axle holes through the 
legs, also the 7-1G inch larger holes 
through the" center of the wheels. Then 
with a coping-saw or other small saw 
cut the pieces out and smooth up their 
edges with a chisel and sandpaper.

CLASHES BETWEEN WHITES AND WASHOES 


The first white settlement in what is 


now the stale of Nevada, then part of 
Utah territory, was at Genoa, afterward 
the countv seat of Douglas county, and 
.situated about 11 miles south of Carson 
City, flic capital of the state. To all who 
crossed the plains on their way to the 
gold fields of California in the early 
day-- Genoa wa- known as "M>-nix»n Sta- 
tion." 
The first structure of a perma- 


nent character erected there was put up 
by Colonel John Reese, who came from 
. Salt Lake City early in the spring of 
LS.it with a stock of dry goods, intended 
for sale to the women of the emigrants, 
who made it a point (o spruce up .inst 
before beginning the journey over the 
Sierras into California 
Most of these 


!

wivh them, and changed into them at a 
7ioint a short distance east of Mormon 
Station. 
The discarded garments were 


left behind to bedeck the sagebrush of the- 
desert, and from this circumstance that 
locality is known to this day ns Ragtown. 


Colonel Reese's building, a large log 


house covering an area of 45 square 
yards, was in the form of an L, and at 
one lime formed two sides of a penta- 
gonal fort. 
Colonel Reese bought tlie 


land on which the town of Genoa now 
stands, with a farm adjoining, of Captain 
Jim of the Washoc tribe of Indians, for 
two sacks o£ flour. 


Another settlement jpas formed by the 


Mormons at Franktown, in Washoe coun- 
ty, in 1863. 


Oren Hyde, one-of Brigham Young's 


chief lieutenants, and consequently a man 
of considerable note at Salt Lake, had in 
charge the spiritual and temporal welfare 
of the two settlements, fulfilling the func- 
tions of preacher and justice of the peace. 


Although these early settlements were 


made upon lands belonging to the "Washoc 
Indian^, a tribe of considerable strength 
at (he time, no serious battles ever were 
fought. 
The whites, however, who were 


at first, Mormons and Gentiles all told, 
but a handful, stood in considerable awe 
of 
the redskins. 
They were obliged 


quietly to endure not a few insults from 
the bullets of the tribe, who had a -way 
of walking into houses and making free 
with the contents of the cupboards. They 
were often exceedingly insolent, and when 
\\..mpr. a-.d rh'lilrrn orlv wore fo'ind in 
a house always managed to irighten them 
into giving up most of the provisions 
about the place. 


But in one instance an Indian who in- 


vaded the home of a Gentile when the 
only occupants were a boy of 12 and a 
younger sister came to grief. A Tier re- 
galing himself in the pantry the Indian 
began threatening the children with n 
roasting at the stake, for the purpose of 
enjoying their fright. 
But when finally 


the buck, whipping out a big knife, began 
"making bcltsve" to take the scalp of the 
little girl, the boy seems to have thought 
they had had about enough of that sort 
of foolishness, for he went to an adjoin- 
ing room, took down his 'father's rifle, 
and returning to where ftfc brave was 
'flourishing 'h« knife arid enjoying him- 


self generally, shot him dead. 
The In- 


dian killed was one of the worst in the 
IV.ishoe tribe, and was greatly dreaded in. 
all the settlements. The father of the boy 
who rid the country of the much-feared 
Indian bullv was obliged to fly to Cali- 
fornia for safety, leaving all his posses- 
sions jus-t as they stood. 


The TT.ishocs inhabited flic eastern 
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ALTFORXIAXS who have "'camped 


out." or livetl in the country, ate 


more or less acquainted with the wood 
rat. 
While it has the general appearance 


of the ordinary rat and i* guilty of sev- 
eral misdoing--, for which that animal i* 
notorious, it i* quite different in it* hab- 
its and mode of living. 


In Hie fir-t place it prefers a life in 


the count rv, a\vav from the noise, light 
rnd stir oi cities and towns. 
Next it i* 


more aristocratic than its nlathe*:, the 
ordinary IT.'*, for it doc* n8t seek the 
dirty. iniuble-dSwn places in l)ack alleys, 
or SMrlwre drill!'.*, or otlu'i^filthy recedes 
lor it* abode. 


Ordinalilv it lives in larae, roomy, 


clean apartmt nt liou*es of it? own dc*"mn 


tvas that the acorns were all of one par- 
ticular kind, although there were three 
other species of oak trees growing there- 
about*. 
The oak trees from which the 


nut* in storage were gathered were one 
of the live oak*, the Wislinzcnii. 
The 


acorn* were all perfect, clean, dry and 
free from mold or worm*. 
These nuts 


are smaller and more hitter than tho=e 
of the white oak trees, which were wholly 
ignored by the rats. 


Although " the wood rats ordinarily 


«cek thickly woody, or bn*hy localities 
for 
their habitations they have been 


known to make nests in vacant build- 
ing*, or structures seldom u*ed or visited 
by the owner*. It0 was by reason of 
this I fir*t became acquainted with some 


Wood rodents of California 
and something 


regarding the habitations they construct from 
twigs and branches for housing their nests 
and for the preservation of food materials 


and construction. These dwelling places 
are more commonly located in thickly 
wooded sites, v.here the building mater- 
ial is most abundant and the maximum 
of privacy is obtained.

Lake, at one of the-places where the shores 
are thickly covered with a growth .of trees 
and . brush I dicovered what had been 
quite a settlement of wood rats. In an 
area of not more than an acre I found 
six "dwellings," and I thought there were 
at least as many more that I could not 
sfe owing to the thick bru-hy growth. 
For some reason these habitations were 
r.ll abandoned. Possibly the nearby loca- 
tion ot a new summer house by .an Oak- 
land family having an active dosr may 
have caused the rats to seek a place of 
residence move remote. 


I have spoken of the abiding places 


of the rats as "apartment houses/' 
"dwellings,"' etc., but 
correctly 
they 


should be designated as nests. 


These nests are constructed of dead 


twigs and small, branches of trees, piled 
or laid -up in pyramid form. 
They vary 


in size. Those that I saw at Clear Lake 
varied from two and a half feet to four 
feet in height, and the circular bases cov- 
ered an area of from four to six feet in 
diameter. 
The material all consisted of 


such stuff as had been dead so long as 
to have dropped from the trees, or could 
be easily broken off. Possibly the greater 
part consisted of twigs of the size of a 
lead pencil or a trifle larger. The larg- 
est pieces measured 20 inches in length. 
which were three-quarters of an inch in 
diameter. 
These were the heavy tim- 


bers, and looked as if they mu*t have 
taxed the strength of the rat builders 
to the limit to pull them up on the pile. 


After viewing the exterior of one of 


the largest nest*, I decided to examine the 
interior arrangement. 
To do this it was 


necessary to tear down the structure, be- 
ginning at the top. In the pile I found 
four separate apartments at different 
levels, the lowest being at the bottom. 
It was literally the "ground floor," for 
it was on the ground. Each of the apait- 
ments was furnished with a mass of soft, 
finely cut-up erass, 10 or 12 inches in 
diameter and five or six inches' thick, the 
central part being cup shaped like a 
bird's 
nest. 
Apparently 
the 
super- 


structure wa* =o arranged as to carry off 
the rain waters, for the grass showed no 
evidence of evrr having born mo'-faned. 
There was a passage way to eafh of the 
apartments from the outside. 
I could 


not be positive that there were com- 
municating pa**a'_re* from one apartment 
to another on the inside. 


I was surprised to find in the central 


part of the structure a storeroom filled 
with acorn*. I estimated the quantity to 
be equal to about a bushel.

western Indian*, having a great fondness 
for horse flesh. 
On the occasion of a

shoes descended from the Sierras and 
drove off all the riding horses of the rev- 
ellers. 
The Indians appeared to think 


this a cunning exhibit and a very good 
joke. 


Although Colonel Reese had about his 


big log house at Mormon Station a strong 
stockade, th£t fortification never had to 


be called on fitr u-e a.* a d.-nrw a'.'ain-t 
the Washoe Indian*. 
The liibe has 


dvrindlfd a\\uv until t»du> iuu-e leinuin- 
ing are few in number, and miserably 
poor, ragged, filthy and splritlc.-*. They 
now cling to the skirts of the white mc» 
and stand in awe of all the surrounding 
tribes of Indian*, even in these times of 
peace.

adopted by the National Amateur Cross Word Puzzlers' League, at its meet- 
ing in Wanamaker'G Auditorium, New Yorf: City, on Sept. 27 last. 


1. PATTERN.

The pattern shall interlock on over and be symmetrical. 
Only approximately one-sixth of the squares shall be black. 
Only approximately one-tenth of the letters shall be unkcyed.

WORDS. 


Obsolete and dialectic tcords -may be used tn moderation, but shall 


be plainly marked and easily accessible in any standard dic- 
tionary. 


Technical terms that can be fnund in standard dictionaries may

may be used, provided they are marked icith the language from 
tchtch they are derived. 


Abbreviations, prefixes and suffixes 
should be avoided as much as 


possible and when used should be plainly marked and legitimate.

The number of girls who answer ad- 


verti Cements in the matrimonial papers 
and who travel across the continent to 
marry some man they have never seen 
is incalculable. Very often the Travelers 
Aid meets them and helps them in arriv- 
ing at a sane decision.

It was still davlight when they arrived 


at a point where they could look over into 
the vast vallev below.

the mountain I saw fifteen years jftco. and 
it looks just as it did then.

valleys of the Sacramento and the San

Returning1 to camp, they packed their 


provisions on the sleds anil by laid work 
managed to make four miles that day. 
Back and forth from camp to camp the 
men went, little by little they made pro- 
2:1 ess over the mountain. Then came a 
terrific snow storm, the back trail was 
obliterated. 
They were yet three miles 


from the last western summit when they

That 
is what those horses did, they floundered 
until Uiey died.

this time allowed Kit Carson and his 
men to get the remaining mules across 
the divide. Tley were getting out of the 
deep snow, nearer and nearer they ap- 
proached the great valley. They struck 
the headwaters of a small river running 


Is the west. They followed it as 


closely as possible, and on March G, 1344, 
arrived at Sutler's Fort, thus completing 
the first organized attempt on the part 
of Americans to establish a road through, 
what later became the heart of the great 
gold diggings. 


Fremont's pathfmding trip had its 


many dangers, but it is really doubtful 
if they approached m anr wav the dan- 
gers and pmations of the immigiauts 
of '43 and '49. 
Fremont lad but a 


Innited part;/, they had little basrgage to 
carry, and they had no wagons to con- 
k-Ed wi^i: no slow, ever-thirsty oven to 
goad and whip rnto action. Fremont had 
no small children to look after or woiry 
about, no sick women to cause delay, 
no useless weight to contend with. 
It 


was the Forty-niner that had to take the 
bard knocks and do the real worrying as 
well as the real suffering. 


The American river and its several 


branches, with its deep canyons, 
pre- 


sented many difficulties, but the high. 
Sicxra. with their terrific chasms thou- 
sands of feet deep in places, would lave 
been effectual barriers to the immigrant 
trains had not their months of travel 
over tbe plains and througl the Rocky 
mountains taught them many lessons in 
the management of animals and wagons 
in different places. 
When it became 


necessary, as it did very often, for them 
to scale a cliff that even a horse eouid 
not elimK^they took their wagons apart 
and hatrjH them up by rope and chain, 
leading the animals around and up the 
other side of the obstruction. This was 
notably true at Slippery Ford, where tlie 
mountain was so steep that their only 
hope was a block and tackle. There was 
a Slippery Ford on almost every overt 
land trail leading into California, though1 
it is true that some of these spots got 
their name at a much later date, and 
were named, not by the pioneers that 
used tlem, bat Iry people who came to 
see them out of curiosity. Many of our 
places were named the same way, some 
several times. 


In the spring of 1850, gold was dis- 


covered at Bird's Store and in El Do-
